ican Republic (AP) — The un- 
stable Dominican political situ- 
ation has spawned a "third 
force" of conservatives certain 
to enter the June presidential 
elections. 


At the moment, this force is 


still an indefinite regrouping of 
the conservative parties that 
opposed and lost to the Domin- 
ican Revolutionary party in the 
1962 elections. 


This is the consensus among 


political observers here who are 
also convinced the so-called 
"third force" candidate will 
hurt the candidacy of ex-Presi- 
dent Joaquin Balaguer of the 
Reformist party, and propor- 
tionately help the Revolutionary 
party standard-bearer, 
expect- 


ed to be Juan Bosch. 


The question is in what meas- 


ure this new element will affect 
the June voting. Discussing this 
recently, Dr. Balaguer said: 
"They won't get 5 per cent of 
the vote. They have no follow- 
ing." 


The presidential race align- 


ments had been expected to be 
confined to the two foremost, 
conservatives and Bosch for the 
left-wing moderates and far left, 


Balaguer, however, is said to 


have 
alienated 
conservatives 


recently by wooing liberals re- CUODT 
garded as committed to Bosch. bnuhu 
That annoyed and frightened 
the right wing. It already had 
been suspicious of Balaguer 
since his last days as president 
when he ordered sharp price 
reductions in consumer goods 
and cut interest rates on loans 
from 8 to 4 per cent. 


Balaguer is trying to build a 


political structure out of too 
many materials, some of them 
incompatible with each other," 
one political leader said recent- 
ly. "His poliices are too vague." 


The bulk of the "third force" 


is made up largely of consera- 
tives who banded together to 
oust Balaguer from power on 
Jan. 19, 1962. Up to recently, 
they had been mostly passive, 
and in some cases agreeable, to 
the ex-president's candidacy — 
they considered it the lesser of 
two evils.

Now Worries 
About Auto

Steel companies used to worry 


about the automotive industry 
and what it planned, but alum- 
inum companies nowadays are 
keeping an ear attuned to bus- 
iness in Detroit. 


In each of the past 16 years 


the use of alumninum in auto- 
mobiles has increased. 


Last year, the automotive in- 


dustry put 376,250 tons of alum- 
inum in the record production 
of 8,842,650 cars, an increase of 
951,043 cars and 50,000 tons of 
aluminum from 1964. 


The prospects are for a 17th 


straight year of increased alum- 
inum usage in automobiles. 


Auto makers have announced 


their production schedules, and, 
if they are met, the aluminum 
industry foresees an increase of 
10,000 tons in the use of alum- 
inum ina utomobiles. 


A spokesman for 
Reynolds 


Metals Co. says the increase 
will amount to about two pounds 
per car, and will be used f o r 
a wide variety of automobile 
parts. 


Ben Pope of Reynolds' St 


Louis publicity department re- 
cently compiled a breakdown on 
aluminum used 
in t h e Ford 


GaJaxie 500, which comprises 
about half of all Ford Motor Co. 
production. 


The 
Galaxie 
included 5.75 


more pounds of aluminum in 
1965 
than in 1964. The metal 


went into decorative items such 
as the wheelhouse mouldings, 
rocker panels, rear 
quarter 


panel mouldings and rear deck 
trim. 


The trim items accounted for 


most of the increase in the 
Galaxie in 1965, but the model 
has a total of about 80 pounds 
of lightweight metal in it.

Church Teen Clubs: Haven 


For Youths at Loose Ends

WASHINGTON (NBA) 


More and more suburban churches around the country are 


organizing Teen Clubs in their Fellowship halls, npt for 
church youth but for neighborhood teens who have no place 
to go. 


Mission churches in the slum areas of large cities have 


done this for a long time. So have other churches. A new 
drive is on now to meet the problems of the better neighbor- 
hoods in fast-growing suburbs where uncounted thousands of 
teen boys and girls fiddle around outside drugstores at 
night. Some parents don't know. Some don't care. 


These "good neighborhood" clubs have raised opposition 


within the churches that sponsor them, especially from older 
members. But they continue to grow, 


TYPICAL IS THE STORY of one such Teen Club started in 


Fairfax County near Washington at the Mount Vernon 
Methodist Church in co-operation with men and women and 
young people from two Lutheran, two Presbyterian and one 
other Methodist church in the area. 


The combined membership of a Friday night Intermediate 


Club for 12- and 13-year-olds and a High School Teen Club 
for 14- to 18-year-olds is around 300. 


What then are the effects in this typical club in five 


months? 


A boy with long hair cuts it and begins to wear a tie. The 


volunteer band that comes to play reorganizes, throws out a. 
boy who continually gets into trouble at the Teen Club. Says 
one band player: "We're not going to let one guy spoil things 
for the rest of us." 


A young man who was formerly a member of a gang that 


fought with chains is now seriously considering going into 
full-time Christian service. He has tried attending church 
and Sunday School, says the most inspiring thing he's met up 
with is the Teen, Club. 


A 15-year'Old girl found smoking in the ladies' room (not 


allowed at this club) says she's lonely. A boy she admires 
volunteers to make certain she meets people, 


A LONELY BOY until recently always carried a sheath 


knife on his hip. He began hanging around a church but 
didn't quite feel at home. When the Teen Club started, he 
volunteered to help. He took off his knife, came dressed im- 
maculately and began enforcing the club's strict rules with 
quiet dignity. The Teen Club band played a special piece for 
him the night he left for South Viet Nam. It was the closest 
anyone remembers that he ever came to crying. 


One woman counselor is sitting in the club's ''coffee house." 


Three lonesome girls come up to her, just to sit and talk. Be- 
fore the evening is over, they're telling her their troubles. 
They want her advice. 


WHAT PO THESE CLUBS OFFER that results in these 


changes? A volunteer local youth band (a drummer and some 
guitarists) comes and plays free. There are chess, checkers, 
fable tennis, shuffleboard, dominoes and other games and a 
coffee shop where young people can buy doughnuts, cokes, 
orange drink—and talk. Someone among the group sings. 
Some dance the jerk. But most of the teens just come, gather 
chairs in small circles and sit and talk with each other. 


Young people from the neighborhood churches are in 


charge. The rules are tough (no smoking, no drinking, no 
shorts, no slacks, no ungentlemanly language or behavior). 
Adult counselors and a pastor are in the background. There 
is no program. Yet the young people come in increasing 
numbers. They say: "We had no place to go." 


That's what there is to it. Yet these young people change.

"If I were buying a set of 


good stainless, I would look 
for an appealing pattern com- 
patible with my wife's dishes, 
buy a product from a com- 
pany that stands behind its 
m e r c h a n d i s e and look at 
pieces for balance and 
strength," he explains. 


For example, Johnson 


picked up a fork from the res- 
taurant table (it was a com- 
,peti tor's and sterling) to show 
the points of stress. 


The handles shouldn't bend, 


he explained. With a spoon, he 
pointed out the smooth edges 
and well-finished bowl that a 
piece of good stainless should 
have, too. Another tipoff of a 
better quality set is the finish- 
ing of fork tines. All the sur- 
faces should be smooth.

Margarine and Calories 
by Gaynor Maddox, Newspaper Enterprise Assn. 


Q—If I use "whipped" margarine, won't I get fewer 


calories per pound? 


A—No, you won't. "The promotion of so-called 'whipped' 


margarines may have caused some confusion," explains Dr. 
Philip White in the January issue of Today's Health. "The 
caloric value of a pound of 'whipped' margarine is the same 
as a pound of regular margarine. The manufacturing process 
for the former produces a larger volume per pound so that 
each serving, determined by size but not by weight, will con- 
tain fewer calories," Dr. White, who is secretary of the 
AMA Foods and Nutrition Council, adds. 


CJ—My husband is overweight but he insists on eating 


butter instead of margarine. Says he grew UP eating butter 
and intends to go on eating it. But he should reduce and 
butter, I've been warned, has more calories than margarine. 


A—-Good for your husband! He is a man who knows what 


he likes and sticks to it. As for the calories in butter and 
margarine, for all practical purposes, they are the same, or 
about 100 calories in a tablespoon. So don't try to get him 
to eat margarine U' he doesn't like it. Just hint very subtly 
that if he needs to lose weight, he might like to cut down a 
little on butter.

your sewing equipment. 


If your machine is old and 


stiff, take the 
head out of the 
c a b i n e t and

Take 
all the precau- 
tions necessary 
in handling of 
gasoline. Out-

Adjust 
the pattern if necessary to 
conform with your measure- 
ments, 'this is important in 
length and width. Allow gen- 
erous seams, if in the least 
doubtful of size. 


Press all creases from your 


fabric before you lay it out 


for cutting. Pin each piece of 
pattern on the correct grain 
of the fabric. Use enough pins 
so the pattern cannot slip as 
you cut. 


Baste, try on, adjust any 


part if necessary. Rebaste and 
stitch remembering to press 
each seam before it joins an- 
other. Avoid too long or too 
short a stitch, 9 to 12 to the 
inch is usually best. This, of 
course, depends on the thick- 
ness of your fabric. 


Do all necessary hand fin- 


ishing 
with 
care. Custom 


made clothes gain much of 
their value from the very 
careful hand sewing that is 
done. 


Remember the importance 


of a final pressing. Then take 
care in hanging the garment 
on a well-padded hanger in 
a not too crowded closet.
